Petitioners in all these petitions would continue to function as members of the Haryana State Lagislative Assembly. 
Status as Members of Assembly is protected pending further orders. They will be permitted to draw all allowances and 
perquisites admissibles as members of State Assembly.

ahd in view of the fact that the decision of this issue would have material bearing on the decision of the Election 
Petition, this Court may adjourn the hearing of the Election petition since die granting liberty to the election petitioner to 
revive the same as and when the above mentioned writ petitions are decided. 

To this being done, the learned counsel for the respondents have no objection. Accordingly, the Election 
Petition is adjourned sine die.

Mr. Hawa Singh Hooda, Learned Senior Counsel for the petitioner states that the orders passed by the Speaker 
on 25-6-2004 were challenged before Hon’ble the Supreme Court in six separate petitions and those writ petitions have 
now been dismissed by a common order on 11-12-2006. The Judgement is now reported as Jagjit Singh Vs. State of 
Haryana (2006) IISCC. It is thus evident that orders of the Speaker disqualifying the aforementioned six MLAs have been 
upheld by Hon’ble the Supreme Court. 

In the aforementioned situation, Mr. Hooda state that the controversy in the Election Petition does not remain 
alive. Since, no cause of action survives the Election petition fails and the same is dismissed. No costs.
